Urban Renewal Studied 


A motion for detailed study of 
requests by several Prince Geor- 
ge’s County municipalities for ur- 
ban renewal authority was ap- 
proved recently by the County 
Board of Commissioners. 


Commissioner Gladys N. Spell- 
man pointed out to the Board that 
both the County’s Legislative Del- 
egation and a special committee 
of the County Health and Welfare 
Council were looking into whether 
such authority should be dispersed 
among the various municipalities 
or concentrated in the hand of 
the County government. 


The commissioners agreed to con- 
tact the Health and Welfare Coun- 
cil for its report as soon as com- 
pleted and agreed further to re- 
quest the delegation to delay any 
action on the question until the 
Board of Commissioners had time 
to study the Health and Welfare 
report and the entire question of 
jurisdiction. 


City Notes 


Greenbelt’s Department of Pub- 
lic Works has been doing some 
emergency road-patching during 
the past week. A temporary cold- 
mix material (for use in cold and 
wet weather) has been employed. 
City workmen have also been clear- 
ing road shoulders of debris left

The shallow end of Greenbelt 
Lake was inspected by representa- 
tives of the firm of F. P. Asher 
and Sons on Saturday, February 9. 
The Asher company, which has 
been doing clearing and grading 
work at Beltway Plaza, gave some 
preliminary estimates of the cost 
of deepening the swampy area. 
The job would involve clearing out 
an accumulation of silt and debris 
near the shores of the lake, and 
using this fill to build up an island 
in the middle of the channel. This 
procedure would save the cost of 
hauling away the fill. The job 
would probably cost approximately 
$1,000 and take a week to com- 
plete. It is expected that the city 
manager will probably bring the 
matter up before the City Council 
in the near future 


The Police Blotter 


During an interview with a mem- 
ber of the staff of the News Re- 
view, Acting Chief Marshall Zoell- 
ner revealed that four adults, who 
had observed vandals at work de- 
stroying the government weather 
station at Hillside and Research 
last week did not feel that it was 
their duty to notify the police.

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WHAT IS AT STAKE? 
To the Editor, 


‘The rather hysterical shrieks 
“verbal, thank God) which filled 
‘the columns of the News Review 
‘in the February 7, 1963 issue, in- 
dicated that there are those who 
‘would prefer to engage in a brawl 
rather than in an objective dis- 
‘cussion of what is at stake in the 
proposal to charge the News Review 
$50.00 per month rent for the base- 
ment space it occupies. 


At the outset, it would be well if 
we considered the fact that’ the 
News Review is the one institution 
in our city which has provided, 
and continues to provide, a sense 
-of community and continuity des- 
pite the rather large turn-over in 
population. It is precisely this 
sense of community and the fact 
of continuity which our paper pro- 
vides each of us that gives our 
citizenship in the City of Green- 
belt a lustre which would not be 
present if there were no News Re- 
view, or its equivalent, to provide 
these important ingredients. For 
providing these essentials of mean- 
ingful living, every one of us is 
in profound debt to those’ who, 
through the years, have given free- 
ly of their time, talent, energy, and 
devotion. I might say that such 
an example of _ selflessness and 
service is rare indeed and fills me 
with a sense of pride in my fellow 
townsmen who continue in their 
service to the people in the face 
of a whole series of discourage- 
ments — such discouragements as 
would have caused many others to 
quit in disgust. 

I would rest content with what 
I have already stated were it not 
for the completely amoral series 
of suggestions which have been 
put forth by those who knowingly, 
or unknowingly, would put the 
News Review out of existence. 


First, the claim is made that the 
News Review has been receiving 
a “subsidy” from GHI. Actually, 
this is not the case. For the use 
of the basement space used by the 
News Review, the members of GHI 
have been’ the chief beneficiaries 
in receiving, without charge, faith- 
ful delivery each week of the 
News Review. Through the columns 
of the News Review, GHI mem- 
bers have been kept informed of 
important happenings in that or- 
ganization as well as in the com- 
munity at large. 

Second, the News Review was 
not and is not set up to be a money- 
making venture. It was establish- 
ed to provide a community service 
without profit accruing to any 
member of the staff or member of 
the Greenbelt Cooperative Pub- 
lishing Association, Ine. ‘Thus, to 
compare the News Review with 
other service organizations whose 
budgets derive from the general 
citizenry, or to compare it with 
other enterprises which include in 
their charge for services rendered 
such items as wages and rent and 
profit, among other things, is like 
comparing’ apples with fish. Only 
like things can be compared. 

Third, even the amount of rent 
suggested, namely $50.00 per month, 
is a manufactured figure. What is 
the standing GHI charge for non- 
profit making, non-commercial en- 
terprises using basement space in 
GHI-owned apartment houses? 

Fourth, the suggestion made that 
the News Review editorial policy 
can be influenced by either a “sub- 
sidy” or the advertiser’s dollar, is 
an outrageous suggestion. I can 
witness to the fact that when an 
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attempt to influence editorial policy 
by the threat of an advertiser to 
withdraw patronage from the News 
Review if the policy was not 
changed, and a promise to increase 
the advertising if the policy be- 
came more pleasing to the adver- 
tiser, the News Review rejected 
both the stick and the carrot and 
maintained its integrity. 


The snide attempt to attack the 
editorial integrity of the News Re- 
view reflects upon the attacker and 
not on the paper. Could it be 
that just because the News Review 
reports the news as its reporters 
see it that there is such a hulla- 
baloo? 


To tie this specious and spurious 
argument that the, News Review 
submits to pressure of any kind to 
a “modest price” is to state that 
integrity and ethical conduct is for 
sale — albeit at a “modest price.” 


For lo, these many years, those 
who advertise in the News Review 
have made it possible for that paper 
to provide the GHI members and 
other citizens of this community 
with information. The advertising 
was forthcoming because the adver- 
tisers were aware of the fact that 
the paper goes into each and every 
home and that it has a wide, con- 
sistent, and faithful readership. 


I have frequently disagreed with 
the editorial policy of the News 
Review but as a newspaper editor, 
as a practicing journalist, I must 
declare that it is the right, it is 
the duty of a newspaper to have 
its editorial position and to pro- 
claim it. 


Finally, since materialism has 
raised its ugly face in the form of 
a “modest price” let us take a look 
at how well some guardians of 
GHI financial stability do their 
work. For $50.00 per month, or 
$600.00 per year — less than 50 
cents a year for each GHI mem- 
ber — they will permit the News 
Review to continue its free distri- 
bution of the paper to GHI mem- 
bers, they will permit those with 
a sense of service to work with 
practically no renumeration what- 
soever. Such sense of obligation 
to the community by the “pro- 
renters” is surely something to be 
admired. Their “logic” is surely 
classical, their concern for integrity 
is touching, their idealism knows 
no bounds. But, when such an 
offer of “salvation” — “you will 
find that financial independence is 
certainly worth a modest price”’— 
is offered in such a friendly fashion 
one can only reply: “With friends 
such as these, who needs enemies?”

CO-OPERATIVE APPROACH? 
To the Editor: 


Bill Helm’s suggestion that the 


housing cooperative charge the 
News Review rent for the space it 
is using may make sense from a 
private capitalism viewpoint, but 
certainly not from the standpoint 
of cooperative capitalism, or con- 
sumer cooperation. 

Carry Bill’s idea to its logical 
extreme and we would get a news 
paper controlled by some wealthy 
person, who would use it to pro- 
mote his own ends. Or you would 
get a political group taking it over 
and using it to promote its partic- 
ular beliefs. Or it would become one 
of a little chain of papers control- 
led by some outSide printer. 

No suburban community can 
support a real moneymaking news- 
paper. There just isn’t the economic 
base for it. 

But operated as a cooperative, 
we have a vital paper, open to any- 
one who can write and is willing to 
spend some time helping to pro- 
duce the paper. The news and edi- 
torial policy is controlled by these 
same people. And I believe our 
community is much the better be- 


cause of it. 


I can see Bill Helm as an indi- 
vidual advocating charging what- 
ever the market will bear. But I 
cannot see him advocating this as 
a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of a consumer cooperative. 
The advantages of the present co- 
operative approach seem so appar- 
ent. 

Does he think the people of 
Greenbelt would have been better 
off if what is now Greenbelt Homes 
had been sold to the highest bid- 
der, who then would have charged 
as much rent as he could get the 
people to pay?

Many of 
the issues have been minor ones, 
but among them we have found ma- 
jor issues as well - problems which 
have affected the destiny of Green- 
belt and the lives of its inhabitants 
profoundly. 

If the G.D.C. wishes to “tax” the 
News Review out of existence by 
imposing rent on a non-profit or- 
ganization for space that is not 
suitable for commercial or residen- 
tial use, we feel that it would be 
making an error which all of us 
would soon regret. 

Greenbelt is indebted to the News 
Review a thousand times over. Kil- 
ling the creditor does not settle 
the debt.
